San Fhancisco, Dec. 2(3. — Tho Com- 
mercialBank snspenileil Friday aftoi- 
noou just before the regular hour of 
doping ao quiOtly that Bcarcoly any 
one noticed it outside of those person- 
ally inlcrestoil. j\Ir. Hauscom, tho 
president, in an interview this even- 
ing, stated that the bank incoriioratod 
with ?5 000,0(10 nominal cajiital, of 
which $1,250,000 had been subscribed 
and in the noiglilioi hood of 20 per 
cent, of that paid up. The bank had 
a very small line of ileiiosits, and the 
stispeiisioii in no way alTccts business 
interests. The iniincdiate cau.-,o of 
suspension was the presentation of a 
check for $10,000 against a deposit 
which had been placed in the bank 
with the undeislaiuling that it should 
remain some considerable time. 



Forged Bauk ut' I'liigiaud Notes. 

A paper has been laid before the 

House of Commons' select committee 
on banks ot issue giving an account 
of the number and nominal value of 
llio forged notes preaented at the IJaiik 
of I'iiiglaiiil every year since ISdo. Up 
to l.S'iO the number way very large. In 
that year '2'.), 083 forged notes, of tl e 
nominal value of £li3,(jS'i, werepic- 
Honied, and no less than •27.!)[).'i of 
them were i!l notes. T'lio £1 iioitB 
were then called in, and the forgeries 
declined laimlly. In 1822 the number 
of forged uotes presenled had fal- 
len to 1^,042, ami since liS'il) tlio nuin- 
bor has never reached 1,000 in any 
one year. In 1873 it was hot C2, of 
the value of £173; in 187-1 it advanced 
to 93, of the value of £47.'y, one being 
a £200 note. In 1871 a forged £l,Oi 
note was presented, the only one 
mentioned in tho sixty-nine years'list. 
A di eclor of tho bunk stated to tl e 
committee that in the last ten yeais 
forgery of Bank of England notes may 
be Miid to be almost unknown; but it 
is beginuiiig again, not in England, 
but in fotiigti coaiitries. 

The .sy.stcm which the bank of Eng- 
land has for many years followed, and 
found vciy successful in detecting 
forgeries, has been to make the note 
as simple as pos-ible, and the obta a 
the most perlect iiuUoruiity. Is not 
this worthy the attention of those of 
our bankers wlio jieriuil tlieir custo. 
tners to use highly illustrated cheques, 
drawing the attention of tho teller 
f roin the signature theieto? Tho signa- 
ture of the cashier is engraveil on the 
plate, and the examiners are able to 
see iu a iiionieiil if there is tlie slightest 
dilVei e:iee i.'Vt n in the bredi h of a l.n;; in 
any portion of the note showing it to 
be false. No note is ever re isauojd by 
the bank. The notes biought in are 
preserved in the library, in which may 
may he found every note that has been 
pestnted for a cortiiiu r umber of 
years back, with a stateinent of the 
date at which it was presented and 
the person from whom it was received 
the person [iresentiiig it being requir- 
ed to write his name and address on 
the top of the note. B.ink of Eugl .nd 
notes, if alloweil, ofa dtmominaliou 
of £1 , circulating as they wonhl among 
the poorer clftss, would probably n- 
maiu out for years; but it is not bo 
with £5 uotes, the average lilo of 
which is not above eighty days The 
largest nunibi r of forgcd.l'o notes pre- 
soiilod was in 1812, when it reached 
l,049;the hist year in which it exceed- 
ed 100 was iu 1802; in 1873 it reached 
the miuiniiini of 7; it was 27 iu 1874.
